PARIS; Oct. 30.—The spirit of Wood- 
row Wilson’ sealed the League of Na- 
tions settlement today of the threatened 
war between Greece ahd Bulgaria, The 
session of the Council, which interven«d 
successfully im.the prevention of a new. 
Balkan war, was closed by Aristids 
Briand, Foreign Minister of France, this 
afternoon “with an invocation of the 
memory of President Wilson, who pro- 
posed and realized the League of Na- 
tions. ” + 
With thé full acceptance by resne 
and Bulgaria of the atithority—of ' the 
League and (heir agreement in advance 
to'abide by any decision the Council may 
‘make with regard to frontier fighting, 
the Letgue’ leaders ended their work 
on. receipt of information from their 
agents that the Greeks had withdrawn 
behind their own frontiers, , bag’ and 
baggage. In one week from Bulgaria‘s 
appeal to Geneva the situiition, full of 
danger and the itiest serious possibilities, 
is now considered finally settled. '

Prof. Miller Holds Experiments 
. indicate Existence of Ether, 
Contradicting Relativity.

Findings Caused Einstein to Admit 
Hé Might Have Erred, Speaker Tells 
Optical Society, at Corneil.

ITHACA, -N. Y¥., Oot, 80.—"Hther 
drift’’ experiments conducted for five 
years by Professor Dayton C, Miller ‘at 
Mount Wilson Observatory, in Califor- 
tend” to contradict the Einstein 
theory of relativity, Professor Miller 
told the annual meeting of the Optical 
Society of America, in session at Cor- 
nell University, in a lecture tonight. If 
the final resulta of these. experiments es- 
tabliah the existence of ethér, and Pro- 
fessor\Miller believes they will, the 
theory of relativity will lose its connec- 
tion ‘with physical reality and ‘pecome 
a-mere mathematical philosophy... 

The theory of relativity, advanced by 
Binstein, assumes that there is no such 
thing ‘as ether, the supposed universal 
medium, Observations which Professor 
Miller has made at the observatory ap- 
pear to prove the existence of ether and 
thus to remove thé physical basis for 
Rinstein’s hypothesis. 

‘'The non-existence of.ether is one of 
the legs updén which Winstein reared 
his hypothesis,’’ seid Professor Miller, 
“If this leg is knocked from - -under. it; 
the preew Seon N will collapse.” 

Binstein nial Saestt. said - 
speaker, that his’ theory will. be u —_ 
if the observations are carried to their 
apparent conclusion, and. that there is 
dev ents correct, Professor Miller 
expects to announce the final results of 
his experiments in his presidential ad- 
dress at the joint .aeeting of the Ameri- 
can Physical Society and the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, in City, during the 
Christmas holidays, ~ . 

Original experiments in ether waves 
showed an almost negative’ result, and 
led to the belief that ether was non-ex- 
istent.

MUNSEY DENIES ACCUSATION 


Deciares Interest Is in Public Wel-

George. K, Morris, Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, asserted 
yesterday that Frank A. Munsey, pub- 
Hsher of.

In it 
Mr. Morris was taken to task for oppos- 
ing the $100,000,000- bond issue. ‘‘The 
Morris outfit is‘digging a tunnel under 
the (Republican) Party,”’ the article 
said. Mr, Morris made this reply: 

“Mr. Frank Munsey,. in a character- 
istic Smithsonian statement in today’s 
Sun says that I am engaged in digging 
a tunnel under the’ Republican party.

The Buffalo robbers. started out with 
the desperate intention to conduct what 
amounted to public war, with clear reali- 
zati that they might meet death as 
weld as give it. They showed something 
of intelligence; also, in selecting the very 
best moment for making their effort—the 
mpment when the car had been opened 
at its destination and a certain. relaxa- 
tion of caution might.be expected on the 
part of. guardians who .consciously or 
unconsciously were assuming that what- 
ever small‘danger their task involved 
was well passed. It was @ surprise at- 
tack at the°weakest spot in the “enemy 
line,”’ 

Unless. the robbers are caught and un- 
less they promptly recelve the punish-' 
ment they deserve.the episolie ds likely 
to he a too obvious lesson to other men 
of. like ambition and equal desperation. 
More.than probably..thefr courage, or 
their recklessness, was in some part the 
effect of drugs: Cocaine does give that 
sort of daring for a brief period, and 
the fact is well known in the under- 
world.

It is charged that the young woman 
stole. from one to two cars a week and 
that the total mumber taken by her is 
fifteen or more. She confined her opera- 
tions entirely to Fords, the police say. 

Salesman Became Suspicious.
